and not toward the front.*' 
In order to hurt Mr. Bryan, his en­ 
emies had used letters, written be- 
tore Judge Parker’s nomination, said 
Mr. Hitchcock, but no one pretended 
that Mr. Bryan had not loyally sup­ 
ported Judge Parker. He declared ihat 
Bryan received 130,000 more votes in 
Ohio in 1900 than Parker received in 
1904. notwithstanding that Bryan had 
as his opponent 
the 
popular 
ohio 
president, William McKinley, and add­ 
ed that while Judge Parker was a 
New Yorker, he polled only about th*' 
same vote in New York that Bryan 
polled.

Gen. Keifer's response was that he 
was not responsible for what was said 
in the newspapers. Continuing, Mr. 
Keifer declared his surprise over the 
circumstance that the democratic mem 
hers applauded mention of the fact 
that in the two campaigns of Mr. Bry­ 
an that gentleman ran ahead of Judge 
Parker, whom he r*,ferred to as “the 
poor old Judge."

com plish anything. W hat is needed is 
great prem ium s at the top. 
“One of ttye * greatest evils from 
which our Am erican universities suf­ 
fer is too great an abundance of men. 
As soon as an institution gets some 
money the first thought is to add more 
m en to the faculty, to outdo some 
neighboring institution. Everyone of 
your Am erican universities would be 
nearer to the ideal if it would kill 
tw o-thirds of its instructors and pro­ 
fessors.”
